At the end are two of Garrick’s characteristic 
pen-strokes. There follows a very witty letter from Garrick to Anstey, 
signed “Sir &c. D.G.”’ with a note in his writing. “The foregoing 
letter not contenting the Company I. was with at Aldbury, I was obliged 
after much altercation (as ye verse will tell you) to write the following 
lines.” 

Here follows a witty poetical “epistle from D.G. to Christr: Anstey 
Esqr.” signed “D.G.” And a copy of Anstey’s reply. 

On the next page is a poem “to the Right Hon. Charles Townshend 
reminding him of his promise to serve Capt. Schomberg.” 

Then an “Ode to Lord John Cavendish upon leaving Chatsworth. 
By D.G.” with explanatory notes on the opposite pages; and with two 
additional verses in Garrick’s hand, and some notes. 

Follows: “The Prophecy addressed to the Reverend Mr. Arden.”

But perhaps the most interesting of all is a soliloquy on acting: 


It is very strange that the bulk of an audience will be satisfied and 
applaud very indifferent Acting, when they seldom excuse very indifferent 
new performances. What can be the reason? Is it that the presence of 
an Actor creates a kind of regard which is wanting in the performance 
from the author’s ever keeping out of sight. The clapping of hands in 
an audience is a kind of Dram-Drinking—the actors’ spirits are raised 
for the present and if he is not very well fortified in understanding 
(which is not often the case) he is ever craving after it: which in the 
end will destroy him. 


There are a sort of automaton Players, who are literally such mere 
Machines that they require winding up almost every time before they 
act, to put them into motion and make them able to afford any pleasure 
to an audience.

This portrait is known as the “ Ashbourne” or “ Kingston ” 
portrait of Shakespeare since it was acquired (in the London 
Art Market in 1847) by the Rev. Clement Usill Kingston

of Queen Elizabeth’s Free Grammar School at Ashbourne, 
Derbyshire. Its previous history is a blank. Subsequently it 
was sold by Mr. Kingston to Mr. Harvard, of Attleborough, 
and on his death it was acquired by Mr. R. Levine of Norwich. 
The device on the book has been claimed to represent a mask 
and cross-spears. 

The picture has been made the subject of a special study by 
Mr. M. H. Spielmann, F.S.A., in The Connoisseur, April and 
May, 1910, copies of which are sold with the picture. ‘The 
picture is also referred to by Mr. W. Sharp Ogden, “Shakspere’s 
Portraiture’ in the British Numismatic Journal, vol. VII, 
1910 (“a very fine three-quarter-length life-size, which in many 
featural points answers to the undoubted portraits, save that 
the face is somewhat thinner in modeling.’’) 

It was engraved in mezzotint by G. F. Storm, 1847. Two

A MOST INTERESTING RELIC OF THE FAMOUS SHAKESPEAREAN 
ACTRESS, Mrs. SARAH Srppons. The volumes were left by her 
to her daughter, Cecilia Siddons, who married, in 1833, George 
Combe, writer to the Signet, Edinburgh. She has written her 
name ‘ CECILIA COMBE” (in vol. I “ DAUGHTER OF 8. SIDDONS ” 
is added) and her mother’s name on the title of each vol. On 
each title is also an earlier note of ownership, “ Ann Newcome. 
Gift of her Father 1795,” from whom Mrs. Siddons must have 
obtained them by gift or purchase. They were in her possession 
when she retired from the stage, and it was from them she 
gave her famous “ Readings.” The plays she read are all “ cut ” 
and annotated by her own hand (mostly in pencil), and she has 
altered readings in some cases to bring out shades of meaning 
or to bowdlerise the text. ‘The plays she has thus cut and 
annotated for her Readings are as follows: vol. I, Measure for 
Measure; vol. IT, The Merchant of Venice (a few passages only 
are marked and this projected Reading was clearly never com- 
plesedy; vol. LILI, King Johm and), Elemry \ vol. TV, Henry 
VIII; vol. V, Macbeth; vol. VI, Hamlet and Othello. 

The Mrs. Cecilia Combe who received these books from her 
mother was the great-aunt of the mother of the present owner. 
She left them to her niece, Elizabeth Siddons (the daughter 
of Mrs. Siddons’ elder son, Henry), who married Major Mair 
and who was the present owner’s grandmother. From her they 
passed to the present owner’s aunt (Miss Sarah Siddons Mair), 
from whom she has received them. The four names “S. 
Siddons,” “ C. Combe” (probably both written by Mrs. Cecilia 
Combe), “ EH. H. Mair,” and “ S. E. S. Mair,” are all found on 
the fly-leaf of vol. VI.

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States and published his reminiscences in “ With Thackeray in 
America ”
